New York’s Way of Doing Things. 


New York took first place itself and rele- 
gated Illinois to the very last position among 
the States. The announced theory of the 
formation of the line of march was to have 
the States represented in the order of their 
admission to the Union, a theory which en- 
abled New York to come in as one of the 
original thirteen States, ahead of Illinois 
and Ohio. But even this convenient plan 
does not account for New York’s being given 
the first place of all the States represented 
here which are supposed to have entered 
the Union simultaneously.

WANTS HIS BROTRER’S BODY EXHUMED 


Nahum Guriey Anxious te Prove of 
What His Relative, Franklin D., 
Died—Life Insurance Involved. 


Nahum Gurley, a brother of Franklin D. 
Gurley, who was found dead at No. 1302 
West Monroe street on April 23, does not 
believe that his/brother died from natural 
causes. He reqgested the Coroner yester- 
day to have the body, which is buried at 
Forest Home Cemetery, exhumed and an 
inquest held. 

The man’s death was reported to the Cor- 
oner at the time his body was found, and 
Coroner’s Physician Noel held a post- 
mortem examination. The doctor stated 
that Gurley died from natural causes and 
issued a burial certificate. 

Yesterday in compliance with the request 
of Nahum Gurley Coroner Berz sent Dr. 
Noel out to Forest Home Cemetery to have 
the body exhumed and to make another 
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im the sweat-box. The police refused to give 
their names. 

So sudden was the assault and so quick 
the reat of the murderer the witnesses 
could Yurnish only meager descriptions of 
him. No attempt was made at pursuit, 
though several men ran to the Hast Chicago 
Avenue Station and gave the alarm. 

Several patrons of the saloon say they saw 
two men enter by the front door and hide be- 
hind the glass screen as the murderer opened 
the side door. 

Police Doubt Rebbery Theory. 

The others deny this, however, and the 
police belittle the idea of an attempted 
holdup. 

The shooting of Sohlern is similar in many 
particulars to the murder of Saloonkeeper 
Schomaker at Oak and Wells streets several 
months ago. 

Detectives Kinder and Cudmore, accom- 
panied by Theodore Haas, one of the wit- 
nesses of the shooting, were for a 
woman last night supposed to know the mur- 
derer, while detectives from the Central Sta- 
tion were following up the clew that the 
shooting was the result of an old grudge 
against Sohlern growing out of a quarrel 
over a small amount of money. 

Revenge is the theory held by the police, 
and they have it om the statement of a 
flower boy, Theodore Haas, who frequents 
Sohlern’s saloon. 

Haas says he recognized the murderer as 
a man who on Thursday borrowed $3.20 from 
Sohlern with which to play the slot machine 
in the saloon. The men quarreled over the 
payment of the debt, and the man was 
thrown out. Haas knew him as a frequenter 
of the “mad house saloon, Melton and Chi- 
cago avenues, where he had seen him buy- 
ing beer for a woman running a store oppo- 
site. This woman the police are trying to 
locate and hope to learn from her the name 
of Sohlern’s murderer. 

Scene of the Crime. 

There were twenty men in the eal 
shortly before midnight when the shooting 
occurred. The majority were sitting at ta- 
bles playing cards while others were stand- 
ing at the bar. The bartender, Andy Foster, 
was watching a and the proprieter was 
waiting on thec mers.

Cleveland to take the helm in 1900, I would 
be one of the first to ask him to enter again 
upon th@,onerous task.“

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WILD PANIC AT LARISSA. 


GREEK RETREAT DEVELOPS INTO 
A’ VERITABLE ROUT. 


Hellenic Regiments Fire Upon Bach 
Other and Throw Away Their Arms 
in ‘Their Flight—Wounded Tram- 
pied Under Foot—Those Whe Are 
Left Behind Curse These Who Left 
—Terror Becomes Indescribable 
When Rumored Turks Are Voming. 


(SPECIAL CABLE BY FRANKLIN BOUILIAN.} 

Volo, April 26.—[(Copyright, 1897.}—This is 
the true tale of what occurred at Larissa 
on the night of Friday, Aprif 28, when the 
town was suddenly confronted with appall - 
ing disaster: 

I witnessed all the phases of the last seri- 
ous struggle of the Greek army in Thessaly. 
All day the battle raged at Mati. The Turks 
came Gown from Milouna in thousands. The 
Greeks were to hold Mati, as they did Tyr- 
na vos and Larissa. Six batteries of artillery 
were there concentrated to stop the adwance 
of the Turks. 

The battle lasted eight hours, and was 
especially flerce as an artillery duel. The 
Gireeks were much the better marksmen, and 
caused great havoc, but with desultory firing, 
the Turks waited the formation and advance 
of 20,000 fresh troops along the ridges form- 
ing the frontier. 

The Greeks stood their ground admirably. 

I saw the desperate attack of the Turks 
and thought the day was going for the 
Greeks, but toward midday I warned the 
staff that according to my information and 
private intelligence the Turks were prepar- 
ing a flank attack, to be revealed late in 
the day. , 

Unfortunately the staff had learned this 
too late, but they, moreover, had no fresh 
troops, The men had been fighting five 
days, the last two days with little, if any- 
thing, to eat, and no sleep at all. 


Too Weak to Fight. 

The morning had seen the men staggering 
from fatigue. 

One man to whom I offered bread said: 
We could eat the stones of olives. How 
are we to fight if there is no food?“ 

When the ddy drew to a close and rest was 
expectéd and the artillery fire had already 
slacked the Turks suddenly showed their 
game and the fresh 20,000 were brought into 

line. I left immediately. All was over. 
Fighting was an impossibility. The night 
was coming on. 

I saw officers entreating the mén still. The 
brave artillery would not be silenced, but 
the staff had seen it was an impossible task. 
They implored the troops to stand what 
fresh troops could not have done. 

The order for a retreat had been given. 
As socn as the men knew of it they suddenly 
imagined that all was lost. 

The soldiers, and the Greek soldiers more 
particularly, understand nothing but to ad- 
vance. They have not had sufficient train- 
ing in peace to prepare for an orderly retreat. 
In consequence the order threw them into 
indescribable confusion. The men Jeft their 
positions, The officers were unable to con- 
trol them. In vain was the bugle call. The 
idea of retreat maddened all. 

Night was falling. The soldiers thought 
the Turks were to massacre all their wound- 
ed, and then they must seek refuge at 
Larissa immediately. Gazing at the huge 
vortex of the 12,000 men the seething mass 
understood what the word “ debacle” 
meant. 

Suddenly I heard the word run through 
the broken files: “‘ The Turkish cavalry is 
coming!“ 

This put an end to all resistance. The rep- 
utation for ferocity of the Kurds forming 
that corps has long been established. 


Curses of the Wounded. 

* In five minutes I saw the wildest panic 
prevail. All fled to the road leading to 
Larissa, In the dark I could hear the curses 
and oaths of the wounded, who were tram- 
pled upon by the soldiers. Fighting their 
way, the cavalry loomed in the distance; 
but it was Greek cavalry. Still, soldiers 
fired upon them in their confusion. I saw 
twd Greek regiments of infantry firing on 
each other. Still the cry of the panic- 
stricken running on the roads rang in the 
hight. 

The Greek cavalry officers, seeing they 
were unable to stem the current, ordered the 
retreat to save the guns. In places they had 
to pass over the demented crowd, who re- 
fused to open ranks. If the Turks had ad- 
vanced or shelled not one would have es- 
caped, but the Greeks themselves could not 
understand retreat without defeat. 

When I saw all was over I followed on 
horseback the flying host. Tyrnavos was 
reached in less than an hour. It was then 7. 

I spurred on and reached Larissa by 8. 
With me arrived the messengers to the staff, 
which I found terrified by the news. Sol- 
diers were just beginning to arrive, but they 
were few and could not explain affairs. As 


ing to custom, a procession of all the popu- 
lation was going through the town symboliz- 
ing the death and burial of Christ. The 
bande were playing dead marches. Rvery- 
boty, officers, soldiers, children, women, 
were carrying small rushlights, lights which 
were flickering in the wind, Officers’ mes- 
sengers forced their way through the crowd, 
erying: * War first; make place!“ 


Most Impressive Spectacle. 

The general feeling spread through the 
crowd that something was wrong. All were 
awed, and answered the prayers of the 
priest, repeating with suppressed emot on 
the Kyrie Eleison,” It was the most im- 
pressive sight I have ever seen. The min- 
arets of the mosques stood in the pale light 
over the paseing crowd, the symbol of the 
Turks that had been, and to me of the Turks 
that were going to become the masters of 
the people. 

When I arrived at the palace Prince Con- 
stantine’s officers were running in and cut. 
Messengers were sent in all directions. I 
found the Prince looking careworn and anx- 
ious. A retreat had never been provided for. 
The oificers lost their heads in vain disevs+ 
sion. That the firat thing was to stop the 
soldiers retreating everybody seemed to for- 
get stil. Messengers were sent immediatciy 
to the other corps at Nezeros, Reveni, and 
Bougazi ordering a retreat. The question 
was discussed, but it was not resolved 
whether to hold Larissa or not. 

I left to see the town. The sight is not to 
be forgotten. Soldiens and officers arriv 
pellme with artillery and wagons. The 
first arriving were even shot at by the sol- 
diers at the gates of the town, who mistook 
them for Turks. But the truth was soon 
known, and entrance was allowed. I saw 
the officers asleep in all the cafés, dead from 
fatigue. The soldiers were in places heaped 
on each other, and were unable even to an- 
swer my questions. They knew nothing, and 
asked for food and sleep. 


Officers Were Not Obeyed.

Outside of the town long 
lines of chariots full of children and wom- 
en and all the implements of daily life were 
packed. Men followed on foot, driving cat- 
tle before them. 


Abandoned to the Turks. 


The wounded were being carried in haste 
to the raflway. The hospital was cleared 
in a half hour of the 400 wounded. The first 
train left at 6 Already thousands were 
rushing to the station to leave. It had 
transpired that the town was to be aban- 
wned to the mercy of the Turks. It was a 
heartrencing sight. Women carrying chil- 
dren were begging the officials to give them 
places in the carriages. Men were rushing 
to seize the same, Up to 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon trains had left.

The way 
was strewn with ammunition boxes, broken 
carts, and furniture, the bedding of soldiers, 
blankets, and tin pannikins. The latter 
rattled under the horses’ feet, blankets be- 
came entangled in them, and the horses, 
frantic with alarm, galloped about among 
the flying crowds, many of them rideriess 
and deserted.”’

There were some who actually fired on those 
going. In the distance I saw the flags of 
Tyrnavos turning, Thus the train moved 
on. Every moment I expected to see the 
Turkish cavalry arriving to stop and mas- 
sacre those leaving. 

We were allowed to reach Volo unassailed. 
I found the town full of refugees. Despair 
was read in all their faces. As we crossed 
the village people rushed to platforms in- 
quiring whether it was true that all was over. 
They were unable to believe that the disas- 
ter was complete, When they saw our 
train carrying the last officers, the telegraph- 
ie staff, and the railway staff they under- 
stood that all was over. One wild cry fol- 
lowed us through the Thessalian plain. 

In Volo all are now preparing for immedi- 
ate departure. I trust events may not go 80 
fast as to prevent the useful intervention 
of the powers. As for Larissa, I have many 
reasons to believe that hideous scenes were 
enacted after we left, remembering that the

PITIABLE PLIGHT OF THE REFUGEES. 


Women and Children Without Food 
Swept Along in the Night by the 
Terrified Soldiers. 


Athens, April 28.—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
Associated Press. The correspondent of 
the Associated Press at Larissa, who was 
with the retreating Greeks after the battle 
of Mati, has arrived here. 

“When I overtook the Greek infantry,” 
the correspondent telegraphs, “ they were 
in straggling order, footsore and grimy from 
four days in the trenches and long exposure 
to shells enough to unnerve veterans. They 
went along in silence, a contrast to the 
ordinary chattering in the Greek ranks. 
The night was pitch dark and the red glare 
at Kutari and Deliler in the distance added 
to the weirdness of the scene. 

Later I passed batteries of artillery, 
mule trains, carts, wagons, crying Villagers, 
women and children. It was pitiable. All 
were hopelessly mixed up. There was no 
atterhpt at order. All arms were inter- 
mingled, and the confusion was completed 
by the shouts and rushes of the Evzones 
and irregulars in every style of outfit. Their 
previous sullenness gave place to the clamor 
of disappointed and dispirited mien. They 
forgot their wearifiess in wild imprecations 
against their Generals and other officers. 

“The retreat became a rout. Our car- 
riage was slowly picking a way through 
desperate men, crying women, and children, 
and horses and donkeys, all overladen, 
which were creeping along at a snail's pace 
or prancing with nervous fright. 

Developed into a Wild Yell, 

„ Suddenly, above the din of the confused 
masses on the road and in the adjoining 
fields, came a roar, developing into a fierce, 
sustained yell, rolling from the distant rear 
with lightning speed. Soon in the midst of 
this yell could be distinguished eres of 
The Turks are upon us.’ 

“In a few moments a dosen horsemen’ 
and as many riderless steeds appeared on 
the left at full gallop, the men shouting with 
frenzy: ‘Run, run, The Turks are here.’ 

“Into the night air arose this agonising 
roar, fairly paralyzing imagination. It 
will remain in my memory forever. 

“The stampede was immediate. The ani- 
mals were lashed into a gallop and men, 
women, children, and ‘soldiers joined poll 
mell in a mgd rush, many who ten to the 
ground being trampled to death. Vehicles 
were overturned, mixing up bedding, furni- 
ture, ammunition, horses, donkeys, oxen, 
and buffalo. 

“According to one story, the horsenien 
who so suddenly appeared and chused this 
Yearful stampede were really Circassian cav- 
airy which debouched from Boughazi, but 
this report is not generally believed. 


Faces Blanched with Terror. 


“Beside our carriage the infantrymen 


appeared with faces blanched from terror. 
Whey jumped upon the steps and we tried to 
keep them out. One of them thereupon 
jeveled his rifle in our direction. But their

But others of the Greek officers iost 
their heads and pushed onward as terror- 
stricken as the soldiery. One brave officer 
tried to bring his men to their senses by 
presenting a revolver at them and shouting: 
Stop, stop,“ but he might as well have 
called upon a whirlwind to stay in ite course. 

Gen. Mavromichaelis, who had evidently 
reached Larissa some time before, rode back 
some distance in order to arrest the stam- 
pede. 

“Two miles from the Larissa road is sit- 
uated an embankment, where the General 
succeeded in inducing half a company of 
footsore to fall in, but thousands continued 
the pell-mell rush for Larissa. - 

“There was a block at the bridge across 
Salambria River; at the entrance of Larissa. 
Another terrific scene was there presented, 
guns, men, and horses struggling in a fearful 


mass. 
Terror in Lariassa’s Streets, 


“In the streets of Larissa there was in- 
describable confusion. Troops of all arms 
were mixed together and threw themselves 
in utter exhaustion, heedless of the ealls of 
the buglers summoning them to fall in. 
The inhabitants, rushing about the streets, 
intensified the confusion. The mere men- 
tion of the Turks was sufficient to create a 


. frenzied rush. 


When the moon rose and the neighbor- 
hood of the town could be made out with 
some distinctness, matters became calmer, 
and at dawn the excitement had been re- 
duced to a restless movement from street to 
street and an anxious discussion of the 
future. :

Waste of Telegraph Tolls.

„Gov. Tanner,” said a member of his staff, 

Yates, who signed Grant's 
commisison as Colonel of volunteers; he 
fought under Grant; he represents Grant's 
State. He had a right to some show of 
courtesy as the representative of Illinote. 
He wasn't given any. He was invited to 
none of the official functions here, of any 
kind whatever, nor were any members of 
his staff. No ‘one representing New York 
has.called.on him. No invitation to review 
the parade was tendered him and 
from which he and his staff could see it 
were offered him. Why, we were not even 
given any information as to our place in the 
line, except from the advance program, sent 
us some weeks ago, in which, by the way, 
the names of most members of the Staff 
were misspelled.’’ 

Jostied at the Union League. 

At the Union League club reception last 
night to visiting celebrities there were no 
adequate arrangements for the reception of 
the Governors and Generalsinvited. It was 
a crush in which the distinguished guests 
from out of town were put on exhibition 


rooms and coat-rooms and into coal chutes. 
The coal chutes are vouched for by a mem- 
ber of the staff of Gov. Hastings of Pennsyl- 
vania, who, with his staff, accompanied Gov. 
Tanner and his escort to the reception. 

There was only one door to go in and out 
of.“ said this gentleman, and the guests 
met there, coming and leaving. It was a 
frightful crush and I saw several officers 
who had the buttons torn off their coats in 
the jam. I know there were other doors, for 
I tried one or two in hopes of escaping.

The members of their respective 
staffs are quite as indignant in characteriz- 
ing the treatment they received here as are 
the men from Illinois. It is not likely that 
any other visiting Governors fared much 
better. New York is too provincial to appre- 
ciate the compliment of visits from Gover- 
nors. Gov. Hastings and his staff left today, 
Chad to escape from so chilly a e mate. 

Just for cumulative illustration of New 
York hospitality it may be mentioned that 
prices in general were boosted abnormally. 
For carriages which brought them four 
miles, from One Hundred and Sixteenth 
street to the hotel after the parade, $18 for 
each carriage was the original charge.

GOLD BEGINS TO FLOW 10 EUROPE. 


Wednesday's Withdrawals Amount to 
#1,500,000—Large Exportations 
. Expected. 


New York, April 28.—ISpeclal. Gold has 
again begun to flow away from this country 
to Europe. It has begun in a small way, as 
is usually the case, but Wall street expects to 
see some large shipments made before the 
movement stops. 

At the Subtreasury today the withdrawals 
‘amounted $1,000,000, of, which $1,000,000 was 
taken by Lazard Fréres, and the balance by 
Baring, Magoun & Ca for the account of 


| Kidder, Peabody & Co. of Boston. Both 


amounts will go out on the steamship Nor- 
mannia, which sails tomorrow. Shipments 
will then aggregate about $2,500,000 within 
a few days. 

Heidelbach, Ickelheimer & Co. expected to 
withdraw goldand send it by the Normannia, 
but at the last moment announced that they 
‘would delay the shipment. This firm will 


probably ship on Saturday’s steamer, when 


it is expected that between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000 will be exported. There is consid- 
erable friction among the foreign bankers 
over the exporting of the yellow metal. A 
tacit agreement existed among them not to 
ship until the rates of exchange were high 
enough to afford an alluring profit. The point 
fixed was 488% for demand sterling. The 
bankers held closely to this understanding 
until Muller, Schall & Co. made the first 
withdrawal from the Subtreasury. Now the 
agreement is considered of non-effect.

The effect of bicycling on people suffering 
from heart weakness, Dr. Donlin says, is 
very disastrous, and he thinks it is as neces- 
sary for those who intend to learn biking to 
first go through a medical examination as it 
is for those who intend to go in the prizering. 

Tracy, Register of Vital Sta- 
tistics, says: 

“I learned to ride a wheel, but when I 
found that every time I took a little run of 
half an hour it sent my pulse up to 130 a 
minute I quitit. I thought that less violent 
exercise would be better for me.”

The crowds in the hall lobbies and gal- 
leries went wild over this announcement, 
tossed up hats, papers, canes, and umbrellas, 
and shouted like madmen for several 
minutes. It was the first time in the State’s 
history that a Republican had ever been 
elacted to thé Senate, and the crowd wanted 
to rejoice. The gavel had no effect. Finally 
a motion to adjourn was heard, and the 
joint assembly dissolved for the last time. 
Blackburn took his defeat with his usual 
coolness, and immediately began thanking 
his friends for their long fight in his behalf. 

He made a speech at the opera-house to- 
night and scourged the gold Democrats most 
unmercifully for deserting him. The speech 
is regarded as an announcemient that Black- 
burn will be a candidate to succeed Lindsay 
in 1900. 

Washington, D. C., April 28.—The election 
of Deboe in Kentucky does not change the 
political complexion of the Senate, but on 
some party questions might give the Re- 
publicans a majority if Senator Kyle of 
South Dakota votes with them, together 
with the vote of the Vice-President. The 
election of Deboe makes the total member- 
ship of the Senate 88, composed of 43 Re- 
publicans, 33 Democrats, and 12 Populists 
and silver Republicans.

In the billiard-room of the Lincoin Cycling 
club's house last night fifty members of 
North Side cycling organizations met to 
dispuss a petition for a speeding track in 
Lincoln Park. After much discussion and 
change in the original draft an instrument 
was drawn up which is to be presented to 
the North Park Board at its meeting a 
week from next Wednesday evening. 

The Committee of the A. A. C. C. on Parks 
and Boulevards North is to be backed in the 
presentation processes by a committee in 
which each North Side club may have a rep- 
resentative. For fear that the board and 
the public in general may know what they 
are trying to do, the resolutions, after being 
adopted, were carefully hidden from view 
by Secretary Gardiner, and will be sprung 
as a surprise on May 12. 

he most striking portion of the meeting 
was the discussion over the point of whether 
the resolutions should own up at once that 
boulevard racing was dangerous to life 
and limb and is contrary to the letter and 
spirit of thecity ordinances.” This was part 
of the resolut as drawn up, but the sev- 
eral members thought it was not well for 
cyclists to give themselves away so badly. 

Mr. Beitler said it was not necessary to 
impress the board that we are dangerous 
characters when we get out on the road, and 
even if we are able by making this con- 
fession to get a speeding track our words 
may be used against us in keeping us from 
The discussion was 
long and acrimonious, and although Sec- 
retary H. M. Gardiner favored the resolu- 
tions as first drawn up all such references 
were ordered stricken out. 

The petition calls for an oval track in 


Lincoln Park, after rehearsing the popu- 


larity and beneficial qualities of cycling and 
after showing how other sports are en- 
couraged by the Park Commissioners. 

The question as to the size of the track 
was discussed and a half-mile course was 
preferred, but as some question was in the 


minds of those at the meeting as to whether 


the Lincoln Park athletic grounds would per- 
mit of a half-mile track the half-mile clause 
wad aleo stricken out from the resolution.

THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

During the recent national campaign 
Maj. McKinley made an enviable and wide 
spread reputation for clearness, succinct- 
ness, and cloquence of statement in the 
numerous addresses which he delivered at 
his Canton home to visiting delegations of 
his own party. On Tuesday President Me- 
Kinley facreased that reputation in the 
address upon the character and services of 
Gen. Grant which he delivered to the 
whole country before hundreds of thou- 
sands of spectators and amid impressive 
ceremonial scenes at the dedication of the 
memorial to the great commander. 

The President himself is a soldier and 
spoke with the brevity, earnestness, mod- 
esty, and dignity of the soldier. The nature 
of the occasion, the impressive character 
of the surroundings, and the spectacle of 
the vast. crowd might naturally have 
tempted a speaker to overdo in what he had 
to say and to indulge in long and dizzy 
flights of rhetoric, but they failed to have 
any such influence on the President. His 
address, filling a bare newspaper half 
column, was couched in plain, simple, mod- 
est language, delivered with quiet dignity, 
emphasized by the nature of the occasion, 

The President's address was such as 
Gen. Grant himself would have desired 
from one of his comrades, and nothing 
which that comrade said is truer than that 
“we love him all the more for his hume 
life and homely virtues,” for the unique 
distinction of his individuality, his bearing 
and speéca, his simple ways, and his true 
and uncompromising Americanism, which 
will make his name “ stand for all time as 
the embodiment of liberty, loyalty, and na- 
tional unity.” 

In his brief presentation of the traits of 
Gen. Grant the President called attention 
to one fact not often enough considered— 
namely: “ The veteran leaders of the blue 
and gray here meet not only to honor the 
name of the departed Grant, but to testify 
to the living reality of a fraterna! national 
spirit which has triumphed over the differ- 
ences of the past and transcended the lim- 
itations of seczional lines —a sentiment 
which was illustrated by the impressive 
spectacle of the Confederate veterans, who 
placed a wreath with crossed swords upon 
the bier, and which the President further 
emphasized by praying God to. speed its 
completion as the  Nation’s greatest 
glory.” The President’s most impressive 
statement, and one of the most succinct 
characterizations of Gen. Grant which have 
yet been made, is contained in the words: 
“A great life never dies, Great deeds are 
imperishable; great names immortal. Gen. 
Grant’s services and character will con- 
tinue undiminished in influence and advance 
in the estimation of mankind so long as 
liberty remains the corner-stone of free 
government and integrity of life the guar- 
anty of good citizenship.” ‘The whole ad- 
dress indeed was an ideal one. It fitted the 
occasion, but more than all it was in keep- 
ing with the character of the great com- 
mander. 


GEN. PORTER’S ELOQUENT TRIBUTE. 

The committee of thé Grant Monument 
dedication made no mistake when it selected 
Gen. Horace Porter as the orator of the 
day to make the address transferring the 
monument to the City of New York. Gen. 
Porter had served on Gen, Grant's staff, had 
been at his side during the memorable Vir- 
ginia campaign which closed the war, and 
had been also on terms of personal intimacy 
with the General. Besides his ability as a 
scholar and orator he was, therefore, 
thoroughly equipped to tell the story of Gen. 
Grant's life, not alone from the records of 
current history but from his own personal 
association and observation and from a 
comradeship closer than the merely official 
relations of the two. 

Gen. Porter has told the story grandly and 
graphieglly. He spoke as one having au- 
thority. His address is strong, eloquent, 
clear, viforous, terse, and readable. It 
should be preserved in some enduring form 
as a historical reference to those who wish 
to study the character of Gen. Grant asa 
man, a soldier, and as President of the 
United States. Perhaps the most interest- 
ing portion of this admirable address is that 
which is devoted to the characterization of 
‘Gen. Grant as a soldier. For Gen. Porter 
himself is a soldier of distinction, and he had 
rare opportunity as a member of the staff, 
in one of the most memorable periods of the 
war, to study his superior officer from the 
military point of view. The military idea 
pervades the whole address, in fact, but 
without obscuring the memory of Gen. 
Grant as a man and as President. It is ap- 
parent in the beautiful introduction to his 
address: 
It is all Uke @ dream. One can scarcely realize 
the lapse of time and the memorable events which 
have oocurred since our hero President was first 

oclaimed one of the great of earth. The dial 

nds upon the celestial clock record the flight of 
more than a generation since the legions of Amer- 
ica’s manhood poured down from the hilltops, 
surged up from the valleys, knelt upon their native 
soll to swear eternal allegiance to the Union, 
and went forth to seal the oath with their blood 
in marching under the victorious banners of 
Ulysses S. Grant. Today countless numbers of 
his contemporaries, their children and their chil- 
dren's children gather about his tomb to give 


permanent sepulture to his ashes and to recall 
the record of his imperishable deeds. 


It is but natural that Gen. Porter should 
have first dwelt upon the military genius of 
Gen. Grant and what he accomplished as a 
Soldier, and this part of his address, though 
it is comparatively brief, is one of more than 
ordinary importance. Few men are better 
equipped to judge of him from this point of 
view, and there are few whose words will 
carry so much weight and authority. Two 
or three of his statements will bear repeti- 
tion for this reason. Gen. Forter says: 
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This eloquent tribute of a soldier to his 
friend and commander 


closes 
with a reference to the monnment gbove his 
remains: 


Its flawless granite is typical of the spotless 


memories Glustering about it will recall the heroic 
age of the republic. Ite mute eloquence will plead 
for equal sacrifice should war ever again threaten 
the Nation's life, In this tomb, which gratitude 
has created and which his services have 

fied, his ashes will henceforth rest, but his true 


sepulcher will be in the hearts ot his countrymen. - 


A MONUMENT TO ALTGELDISN, 

The ragged, unfinished walls of the new 
Normal School at Charleston, III., stand out 
as a conspicuous reminder to the people of 
that neighborhood of the ruin that seems to 
have been synonymous with an act of Alt- 
geld. The wreck of this school project. 
taken in connection with the gutting of 
the trust funds of the Champaigh State Uni- 
versity by Spalding, one of Altgeld’s special 
pets, and the misuse of the West Side park 
funds by Dreyer, another of Altgeld’s pets, 
and the other similar cases that are being 
gradually unearthed, shows that whatever 
Altgeld touched he destroyed or blasted or 
cursed. In the case of the rotten Globe 
Savings Bank he has landed his man in jail 
because of his friendship, while he himself 
borrowed $57,000 of the bank’s funds, What 
else could be looked for from an Anarchist? 

The temporary ruin Altgeld brought on 
the Eastern IIlinois Normal School project 
has been portrayed recently in detail, and it 
is a typical illustration of the malign, if not 
worse, influence of Akgeld in all his acts 
when he was clothed with the power of 
Governor. The Town of Charieston con- 
tributed a lot valued at $4,000 and about 
$56,000 in cash towards the erection of this 
school building, and another $50,000 was ap- 
propriated by the Legislature in 1895, and 
yet the Governor refused to permit this 
money to be expended in a decent and busi- 
ness-like way, but insisted on its being dis- 
posed of so that it should be of personal ad- 
vantage to himself. The trustees of the in- 
stitutiop, consisting of four Democrats and 
one Republican, awarded the contract for 
putting up the building to a responsible local 
firm which had submitted the lowest bid. 
But a Chicago contracting firm which had 
built a house for Altgeld wanted the con- 
tract, and Altgeld forced the trustees to 
stultify themselves by taking the contract 
from the lowest bidder and giving it to Alt- 
geld's friends. The Chicago firm in the end, 
through a succession of vicissitudes, was 
obliged to abandon the work with many of 
its bills unpaid, and the building stands to- 
day a grim monument to Altgeldism. 

The stupid voracity of this man when he 
was Governor has left a trail of ruin 
throughout his course. Even a new educa- 
tional institution, something which might 


reasonably be expected to enjoy immunity 


from his blighting greed, seems to have been 
regarded as simply so much additional food 
for his inexorable lust after personal ad- 
vantage. State contracts were regarded ar 
mérely so many wedges for Altgeld to insert 
into some cash box, and State institutions 
were held as merely avenues for Altgeld’s 
cager clutch at some bank’s funds... 

When will the story be finished of this 
man’s blind, blundering, devastating greed ? 
And who can prophesy’ what the finish 
will be?

THE LOOA FINANCIAL DISASTER. 

The spectacular exit from at least public 
life of John S. Sheldon, the banker and cap- 
italist, seems to have caused a general col- 
lapse in his home town, Loda, III. Mr. 
Sheldon was the financial patron “ saint ” 
of Loda, a town about 100 miles from Chi- 
cago, in Iroquois County, and he succeeded 
in gathering within his strong box a large 
share of the funds of pretty nearly every- 
body in the vicinity. He was one of those 
unique characters who inspired absolute and 
widespread trust, and the immediate resul 
of his assignment and alleged suicide has 
been a paralytic shock to Loda's business 
interests. Nine firms promptly flopped into 
the hands of receivers, and it is feared others 
may not be able to withstand the pressure, 
The individuals who will be ruined abso- 


lutely or in part run up into the hundreds. 


Sheldon appears to have met the business 
fate of all men who attempt to run a bank 
on the power of persuasion alone. When 
he started his bank ten years ago it is said 
he had only $5,000 capital, but he succeeded 
in luring into the coffers of the establish- 
ment the small savings of many farmers 
and finally the commercial accounts of many 
of the business-men. He appeared so uni- 
formly. prosperous that confidence in his 
financial standing grew until he monopo- 
lized the banking business of the community 
and was looked up to as one of the big men 
of the neighborhood. The trust thus re- 
posed in him and the consequent deposit in 
his keeping of the funds of so many indi- 
viduals and business concerns have caused 
gencral disaster to attend hisown. Opinion 
seems to be divided as to whether Sheldon 
has committed suicide or not. His letter 
from Chicago alleging that he was. about 
to seek death rather than endure certain 
dishonor is about the only evidence in sup- 
port of the suicide theory. He may or may 
not have stuck fo this resolution. But what- 
ever his fate he has made a record which 
must be added to the many other recent 
warnings against the folly of attempting to 
win success on any but honest lines. 


NATIONAL BANK BACK OF DREYER. 

The hearing in the case of the West Park 
Board against the National Bank of IIlinois 
and its receiver on Tuesday brought out the 
fact plainly that the bank officers were act- 
ive and knowing participants in transfer- 
ring the funds of the board to the private ac- 
count of the board’s ex-Treasurer, Dreyer. 
In one instance it developed that the officials 
of the bank engineered. the sale of park 
board bonds to the extent of over $350,000 
without even notifying Dreyer of the trans- 
action. The details of this affair, coupled 
with other facts brought ont in the. testi- 
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patrick, Evans, O'Brien, and Granger. All 
of these men voted for the Humphrey boodle 
bills to deprive Obieago of control of its 
thoroughfares for fifty years—thus violating 
the spirit and the letter of the State Consti- 


tution—except Senator Hamilton, who did 


not vote for the Humphrey bills. 

These advocates of those bad bills agrecd 
to report to the Senate a new law oh the 
subject of criminal libel for muzzling the 
press and public speakers hereafter. It 
differs from the present statute in three im- 
portant respects. It doubles the fine which 
may be imposed in case of conviction. It 
is made an offense to state or deliver to any 
paper an alleged libelous statement and 
thereby secure its insertion. 

And, finally, the bribed plaintiffs may 
begin criminal or civil proceedings against 
a newspaper publisher in the county where 
the boodler resides. This is to enable a 
bribed boodler residing on the Ohio River, 
or the Wabash, Sangamon, Illinois, or Mis- 
sissippi River, to indict the editors of Chi- 
cago papers, or of any other city at a long 
distance from where the alleged offense was 
committed, and force them to stand trial in 
distant communities where they are 
strangers and where the boodler may have a 
chance to pack a jury on them. 

No State has such a law as his to apply 
to its citizens. Why is it proposed that Illi- 
nois should make this exception? The 
reason is stated in some remarks made by 
Senator Baxter to the committee, in which 
he counseled deliberate action. He said, 
among other things: 

What are we here for? Is it to make laws to 
punish some one who has injured us, or is it 
to make laws tor all the people? It is a well- 
known fact that members of this Senate have been 
outrageously abused by the press, but 1 believe 
they have a remedy under the present law. What- 
ever action we take should not be taken with the 
object in view of punishing any one. That is not 
one of the functions belonging to us as Senators; 
we should pass laws to protect all the people and 


not for the purpose of punishing any one. Un- 
due haste will be evidence of a vindictive spirit 


in this matter. 
Undoubtedly, if this bill should become a 


law it will be universally known as the 
Littler-Humphrey boodle libel law. Every 
juror who may be called on to try a case 
arising under it will understand perfectly 
that the law was enacted to make boodling 
safe for corrupt legislative members—to 
stop the mouths of plain-talking speakers 
at public meetings, to prevent the adoption 
of fitting resolutions by public gatherings, 
denouncing Representatives who have be- 
trayed them, and to silence the comments 
of the press regarding oath-breaking bribe 
takers.

Primary Election System — Prof. 
Keashey on “ The Nicaragua Canal 
and the Monroe Doctrine ”—Hebrew 
History Minus Its Miracles, 


hg timely is Frederick W. Dallinger’s w 
„Nomina tions for Nlective Office in t 
United States (Longmans) that one is — 
prised to see the kind of company it keeps, 
It is the fourth of the Hurvard Historical 
Studies, published from the income of 
the Henry Warren Torrey fund, and it is 
the first that is of general interest: The 
public does not clamor for the sort of works 
hitherto chosen for thie series, however 
valuable they may be from a scholar’s view 

point. 
1 allowing Senator Dallinger’s work to 
be printed as one of the Historical Studies 
the conservators of the fund have become 
the creditors of the Nation. No political 
evil cries to heaven for reform as does the 
American primary election system. None 
> more important to the welfare of the peo- 


e. 

But how does it happen that this treatise 
on existing conditions, and changing ones 
at that, with suggestions of the future in 
every line, is made a companion book to a 
monograph on Nullification, another on the 
Slavé Trade, and a third on a phase of early 
Constitutional history? If the Henry War- 
ren Torrey fund continues to be devoted to 
the publication of such scandalously con- 
temporaneous disquisitions the public may 
play hob with the fund by insisting upon 
buying its books, creating a constant and 
ever growing surplus to worry the trustees 
thereof. Everybody knows the fund con- 
templates a loss, a deficit, on its publica- 
tions. That is what the fundisfor. How 
would Mr. Torrey, the author of the fund, 
like it if he knew that its fourth effort had 
taken it at a mighty bound from South Car- 
olink in the days of Hayne to Boston in the 
days of Mayor O’Brien—and at the risk of 
creating a profit, a surplus, an income not 
derived from the foundation, a menace to 
the existence of that financial void, which 
the fund was designed to fill? 

But to be serious, Senator Dallinger has 
written an important book, one that was 
needed, one that should find a large and ap- 
preciative audience—audienhce is the word, 
despite the purists, for it expresses the idea 
of an attentive and sympathetic company. 
The author found, as have others, that al- 
though certain phases of the present nom- 
inating system have, from time to time 
been touched upon in magazine articles and 
elsewhere, no systematic attempt has ever 
been made to consider in all its bearings this 
very important part of our governmental 
machinery.“ He might have gone further 
and mentioned the names of G. W. Lawton, 
D. 8. Remsen, David Dudley Field, Theodore 
Roosevelt, James Bryce, Joseph Chamber- 
lain, and others who have nibbled at this 
topic without satisfying their own or their 
readers’ appetites. E. L. Godkin in the 
April Atlantic devoted 14,000 words to 
an admirable study of this question, which 
was entirely historical, far more so than 
Senator Dallinger’s work. The latter fills 
a hitherto unoccupied field, and fills ft well. 

But it is a little too much up-to-date for 
the Harvard Historica! series.

Doubtless it 
will become a text-book for the thousands 
who desire to inform themselves on this im- 
portant question. 
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“The Hebrews in Egypt,” by Alexander 
Wheelock Thayer, is an earnest attempt to 
show that the story of the growth of the 
Israelitist Nation has a reasonable basis 
entirely apart from the account given in the 
Pentateuch, which emphasizes the miracu- 
lous. The author believes the miraculous 
stands in the way of intelligent faith, and 
hence should be dismissed. The author has 
apparently no desire to be classed with the 
destructive critics. His aim is to separate 
the facts from what he regards as fictitious 
accretions. The work is a distinct contri- 
bution to the literature of this fascinating 
subject.

COMPLAINT OF mene LIVE STOOK 
SHIPPERS TO BE HEARD, 


State Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners Will Consid- 
er the Request for a Reduction iz 
Rates on May 4—Discrimination 
Against This City Diverts Shipments 
to Cincinnati and Other Points— 
Tariffis Compared. 


The Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners will coneider at Springfield 
on May. 4 the request of the Chicago Live 
Stock Exchange for reduction of the max!i- 
mum distance rates on live stock. Under 
the present adjustment of rates shipments 
of live stock can be made from many IIIi- 
nois points to Indianapolis, Cincinnati, and 
Cleveland at less rates than to Chicago, and 
the distance to these other markets is con- 
siderably greater than to Chi The re- 
sult is that hundreds of cers of live stock 
naturally tributary to Chicago and other 
Illinois markets are being diverted every 
month to Eastern live stock markets and 
packing centers. 

Illinois live stock shippers prefer to pat- 
ronize Chicago, and would do so at equal 


rates, but at present they are denied this 


privilege except at higher rates. This dis- 
crimination the Chicago Live Stock Ex- 
change is endeavoring to correct by reducing 
the maximum distance rates on live stock 
in the State of Illinois. 

The rate on hogs from Decatur, III., to 
Chicago at present is 153.10 cents per 100 
pounds, the distance 169 miles; the rate to 
Indianapolis is 10 cents, distance 183 miles: 
the rate to Cincinnati is 15 cents, distance 
264 miles; and the rate to Cleveland 14 cehts, 
distance 436 miles. The rate on hogs from 
Taylorville, III., to Chicago is 16 cents, dis- 
tance 202 miles; rate to Cincinnati 12 cents, 
distance 827 miles; rate to Cleveland 15 
cents, distance 465 miles. The rate from 
Delavan, III., to Chicago on hogs ie 147.10 
cents, and of sheep 17 2-10 cents, the dis- 
tance being 157 miles, while the rate to In- 
dianapolis on hogs is 10 cents and on sheep 
12 cents, and the distance 204 miles. In ad- 
dition there is a $2 terminal charge at Chi- 
— which is another barrier to this mar- 


The reduction requested will to a great ex- 
tent put Chicago and other live stock mar- 
kets in the State of Illinois on a parity with 
other Eastern markets. 

Members of the Chicago Live Stoc« Ex- 
change think the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission should see that these flagrant 
discriminations against home markets are 

orrected. Not only is the Chicago Live 

teck Exchange and the live stock owners 
and shippers of the State interested in this 
reduction, they say, but the City of Chica- 
go, the entire State, and all interests are 
vitally concerned. 

Unless prompt and effectual steps are 
taken to change the existing condition of 
affairs, they say, the greatest industry in 
this city will be seriously crippled.

Result of Efforts of Eastern Railroad 
Managers to Control Water as 
Well as Rail. Rates. 


Eastern railroad managers are beginning 
to admit that they made a serious mistake 
when they formed the lake lines’ pool and 
Placed the rate-making power with the 
Board of Managers of the Joint Traffic Asso- 
ciation. This error of judgment stimulated 
the establishment of several powerful inde- 
pendent lake lines. 

Owing to this new competition lake rates 
are now lower than they have been for sev- 
eral years, and Eastern railroad lines are 
beginning to suffer severely. Flour rates 
from Lake Superior points are badly dis- 
turbed and the railroad lines are making 
reductions to get a share of the business. 

For some time past prominent milling in- 
terests at the head of the lakes have been 
at work establishing a lake line which will 
be known as the Commercial Transportation 
Company of Duluth. 

L. B. Hurd of the Daisy Milling com- 
pany is the President; G. 8. Palmer, 
Mankato Mills, Vice-President; B. C. 
Church, Imperial Mills, General Manager; 
and A. R. Ruyder, Fremont Milling com- 
pany, Treasurer and Secretary. 

A movement is said to be on foot to es- 
tablish an independent strong lake line be- 
tween Chicago and Buffalo. Several West- 
ern reads which terminate at Chicago and 
a number of prominent shippers are said to 
be fostering this scheme. 


CAR, FERRY, AND RAILROAD FIGHT. 


Demand for Differential by the Former 
Leads to Large Reduction in 
Lumber Rates. 


A serious fight between the Lake Michigan 
Car Ferry company and the Western Freight 
Association lines has begun on lumber rates 
from Wisconsin lumber points. The North- 
western and Milwaukee and St. Paul roads 
have put in effect a rate of seven cents per 
100 pounds from Wisconsin committee points 
to Chicago, which is the lowest rate made by 
the car ferry line. The car ferry demands 
the right to make a differential rate. and 
this the railroad lines are not inclined to 
concede. To enforce its demand it will have 
to make a reduction every time the railroads 
come down with their rates. 


NBW SOUTHERS RAILROAD COMBINE. 


All Railroads in the South Except Sea- 
beard Air Line Are Parties to 
the Agreement. 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—Representa- 
tives of leading railroads of the South met 
today and concluded the formatton of the 
new. Passenger Traffic Association and 
elected officers for the ensuing year. All 
the railroads in the South except the Sea- 
board Air line are members of the new asso- 
ciation. Henry Walters, President of the 
Atiantic coast line, was chosen President 
and Joseph Richardson Chairman of the 
Conference committee. 

The territory of the association is south of 
the Ohio and Potomac and east of the 
Mississippi Rivers. The articles provide 
for a conference committee, to whom shall 
be submitted all changes in rates, rules, or 
regulations affecting the traffic within the 
territory of the association. It is made the 
duty of the Chairman to discourage reduc- 
tions in rates by rebate, drawback, com- 
missions, or by any illegal devices. 

The officers of the association stated that 
the new agreement is designed to come fully 
within the requirements of the recent de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the trans-Missouri case. It is said to be 
mainly jn the nature of a club arrange- 
ment for the exchange of information of 
mutual benefit, and not fora control of rates 
within the meaning of the recent decision,
